A well grounded 
apprehension seems then to exist, that, unless some 
means like the one proposed, of raped communica 
tion with that region, be devised and completed, 
that country, soon to become a state of vast propor 
tions and of immense political umportance, by reason 
of ifs position, its own wants, unattended to by this 
government, will be compelledgp establish a sepa 
rate governmen!—a separate nation— with its cities, 
ports, end harbors, inviting all the nations of the 
earth to a free trade with them. From their posi 
tion, they will control amd monopolize the valuable 
fisheries of the Pacific, control the coast trade of 
Mexico, South America and the Sandwich Islands, 
and other islands of the Pacific, of Japan, of China, 
and of India, and become our most dangerous rival 
in the commerce of the world. Ia the opinion of 
the Committee, this road will bind these two grea! 

eraphical sections iniiesolub!y together, to therr 
mutual advantage, and be the cement of a union 
whieh time will but render more durable, and make 
it the admiration of the world.’ 

We are aware that the feasibility of this project 
has been called in question in a high quarter, and 
that some of its opposers who, however, have not

| objects, and presenting an aspect of great plewsi

WILLIAM PENN. 
This celebrated man, the founder of the Colony 
of Pennsylvania, was born at London, October 14th, 
1644. His father was the celebrated Admiral Sir 
William Penn, who greatly distingushed bimseli in 
the war against the Dutch in the reign of Charles 
IL At the age of sixteen Penn was rent to Christ 
Charch, Oxford ; and it was while at the University 
that he was converted to the tenets of the Friends 
by a discourse which he heard from one of their 
preachers. The course of conduct which he adopt- 
ed in consequence of his new views, exposed him 
to a great deal of harsh treatment trom the authori- 
ties of the University and he at length returned 
home. His father then, in the hope of curing him 
of what he conceived to be his fanatical notions, 
sent him to travel in France and the Low Countries. 
On bis return, be entered as a student of law at 
Lincoln's lap, but was soon after sent over by his 
father to Ireland to take charge of some landed pro- 
perty which the Admiral possessed in that country 
He was at this time ir hie nineteenth year. His 
visit to Ireland completed his conversion to Qua 
keriem. Having met there with the same preacher 
who had made the first impression upon him at Ox 
ford, he was soon brought to join himself openly 
and without reserve to the sect whose opinions he 
shared, and to adopt all the peculiar habits by
